The business men reported 
it: “A false aiarm ,” and gave it 
their O. K. G overnor Magoon of 
Cuba, who happened to be visiting 
in Lincoln at that time, viewed 
the play from a box and horrified 
the uplifters w hen quizzed as to 
his reaction of it by saying: "It 
was a damn good show and I en ­ 
joyed it.”
